You remember the situation of affair* 


In Virginia about the 1st of .March, 1865. 
Grant hud massed an enormous army in 
front of Petersburg and Richmond, and 
fresh troops were hurrying to his aid. 
Our army covered a line of over twenty 
mile* and was In great distress. 


My corps 
(Stonewall Jackson's old 


Oorp«) had been placed upon the rlgh 
wing of the army. I had general Instruc 
tlons to protect the flank of the army 
prevent General Grant from turning It 
and. above all, to protect the slender line 
of road from which solely we receive, 
our BQfinty supplies. 
We were almost 


continually engaged In fighting, making 
feints, 
protecting our 
skirmish 
lines, 


which the enemy were feeling and press- 
Ing continually. 
Before daylight on the 


morning of the 2d of March, 18i5, General 
L.ee sent for me. I mounted my horse at 
once and rode to the general's headquar- 
ters. I reached the house in which he 
was staying at about 4 o'clock In the 
morning. 


As I entered the room to which I had 


been directed I found General Lee alone. 
I shall never forget the scene. The gen- 
eral was standing at the fireplace, his 
head on his arm, leaning on tbe mantel- 
piece, the first time I ever saw him look- 
Ing «o- thoroughly dejected. A dim lamp 
was burning on n small center table. On 
the table was a mass of official reports 
General Lee remained motionless for a 
moment after 1 opened 
the door. 
He 


then looked up. greeted me with his usual 
courtesy, motioned me to the little table 
and. drawing up a chair, sat down. 1 sat 
opposite him. 


"I have sent for you. General Gordon," 


ho said, "to make known to you the con- 
dition of our affairs and to confer with 
you as to what we had best do." The 
night was fearfully cold. The tire and 
lamp both burned low as General Lee 
went on to (jive me the details of the 
situation. 
"I have here." he said, "re- j

I now anxiously awaited to learn the 


fate of the 300 who had been sent In 
companies of 100 each to attempt the cap- 
ture of the three rear forts. Soon a mes- 
senger reached me from two officers com- 
manding two of these chosen bodies, who 
Informed me that they bad succeeded In 
passing right through the line of Federal 
reserves by presenting 
themselves as 


1-ederals and had certainly tone 
far 


enough to the rear for the furls but that 
their guides had abandoned them nr been 
lost and that they did not know in what 
dlreetion to move. It was afterward dis- 
covered when daylight came that these 
men had gone farther out than Ihe forts 
and could easily have entered ami e-iptur 
ed them if the guides had not hern lost i 
or had done their duty.

We held Fort Stedman and the Federal 
intrenchments to the (Appomattox) river, 
or nearly so. but the guides had been lost.

been captured. 
Palling to secure these 


forts, the cavalry could not pass out, the 
pontoons could not be destroyed and the 
telegraph wires were not cut. 


In addition to these mishaps, the trains 


had been delayed, and Plcketfs division 
and other troops sent me by General Lee 
had not arrived. The success had been 
brilliant so far as It had gone and had 
been achieved without loss of any con- 
sequence to our army, but It had failed In 
the essentials to a complete success or to 
a great victory. Every hour was bringing 
heavy re-enforcements to the Federals 
and rendering my position less and less 
tenable.

Secretary of State aud is to report year- 
ly to Congress. It also provides for Ihe 
complete reorganization of the Consular 
service. Tbe President who bus lived 
much abroad and who speaks French 
aud German aud possibly Dutch is 
much interested iu having American 
Consuls as fully accomplished as those 
of any other country. 


The Panama caual has been another 


casus belli between the House aud the 
Senate. The Senate majestically ig- 
nored the fact thai Mr. Mann of Ihe 
House had presented a bill which was 
passed and had goue to the Senate. 
The latter body ordered the preparation 
of a bill of its owu on the same subject 
by Senator Kittredge. Many members 
of tlie House are offended at this usur- 
patiou of tbe Senate for here again the 
right of origination of a bill involving 
revenue, a constitutional right belong- 
ing to the House, is ignored by the Sen- 
ate. 
The bill, as passed by the House, 


places the government of the caual 
zone in the Presideut until March the 
fourth, 1907, or the end of the next 
Congress, providing that the govern- 
ment shall protect the inhabitants m 
their liberties, property and religion. 
It abolishes the old commission and 
leaves tbe work of construction aud the 
appointment of the managers entirely 
in the hands of the Presideut. It doaa 
uot undertake to say whether there 
Hball be a lock level or a sea level canal.
